day in the center of His will with 
an absolute assurance that you 
are in the will of God and with 
complete peace upon knowing it. 
He has called you to walk victor- 
iously in the knowledge of His 
will. Isn’t that thrilling? 


I find so many Christian folk 
today who just beat about the 
bush. Their life is haphazard, dis- 
honest; they do not know what 
is. God’s purpose for them; they 
cannot think what is the next step 
to take—they just do not know. 
Now, isn’t it true that the more 
‘Wwe pray about it, very often the 
more obscure it becomes? If you 
end I were to talk this business 
over tonight, seriously together 
on our own, I would discover that 
many people here are living in a 
spiritual fog. They just do not 
know! Of course, they know what 
_ ‘their way and their will and their 

“4purpose for life is. But what’s 
— God’s will? 

- You have come here to Wheaton 
College to be trained for a certain 
job. Tell me, before you came 
here, did you pray, did you dis- 
cover, Is that God’s will for you? 
Are you quite certain that the 
thing you are majoring in today, 
vou are majoring in because you 
‘believe that to be God's will, or 
is it only your own choice? Some 
of you might have to start all 
over again. Are you quite certain 
that you really have sought the 
miind of God about this matter and 
discovered His will for your life? 

“Oh,” but you say to me, “that's 
ll very well, but how can that 
= 4e done?” 

Fy ‘That is what I want to ask. 
' What I want to show you tonight 
is that the most important thing 


God's Will? 


in life is first of all to take time 
to discover what is the will of 
God. 

Now, how can I know? I speak 
here to perhaps some of you who 
are really distressed. about this 
thing. What is the way of finding 
out? God’s promise is that He will 
cause us to stand victoriously in 
judgment, that we shall know the 
right thing and that we shall do 
it. The Lord Jesus took up that 
theme when He once said, “He 
that followeth me shall not walk 
in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life’ (John 8:12). 


Now listen folks. I do not be- 
lieve that there is ever a moment 
in human experience when sudden- 
ly the whole pattern of God's plan 
is unfolded before us. I do not 
believe for a moment that there 
is ever a time in the Christian's 
life when he sees all that is along 
the way that God has planned, be- 
cause the Christian life is a life of 
faith. But I have always believed 
that God gives to every one of us 
sufficient light to take the next 
step. Is that right? And if you 
are in the dark about the next step 
to take, there is something wrong 
with your susceptibility to guid- 


ance. He does not lead His child 


in the dark. 

It is sometimes true He puts us 
to the test, sometimes true the 
Lord seems to lead us in a tunnel 


and we do not know which way 


to take. Well, that is the time 
to stand still and to wait for light 
and not get panicky. The trouble 
is sometimes that the Christian, 


when he is not sure, begins to 


get panicky. He begins to get 
concerned and worried and nerv- 
ous: What shall I do next? He 


wonders what on earth he is go- 
ing to do next Wednesday. He has 
a whole week to think about that, 
but what about today? 


God Guides the Meek 

God always gives light enough 
to take the next step. Now, the 
question is, How? This_ verse 
throws a flood of light to my 
mind on the whole subject of 
guidance. What does it say? “The 
meek will he guide in judgment: 
and the meek will he teach his 
way.” 

Now, that verse teaches me this, 
that the whole question of guid- 
ance is to stay, not in relationship 
to the particular problem, but in 
relationship to Bh e character 
of the man concerned 
about the problem. “The meek 
will he guide in judgment.” The 
Holy Spirit of God guides not the 
man’s mind, but the man’s spirit. 
Guidance is not discovered in re- 
lation to the problem, but guid- 
ance is discovered in relation to 
Jesus Christ. “The meek will ‘he 
guide in judgment.” 

Now, it does not say weak; it 
says meek. There is all the dif- 
ference in the world between the 
man who is weak and the man 
who is meek. Meekness, my 
friends, is strength. It is not very 
pleasant to be meek. Meekness 
means you do not retaliate. Meek- 
ness means you do not stand up 
for your own rights. Meekness 
means you do not have any rights 
except to know God’s will. Meek- 
ness means that other people can 
scorn and mock and jeer and 
scoff at you and you can take it! 
Meekness means that you never 
are serving yourself. Meekness 
means that in your heart you have 
been broken. Meekness means 
that pride has been crushed. Meck- 
ness means~—that selfishness has 
been banished. Meekness means a 
spirit of humility, the spirit that 
was in Jesus Christ. It is the 
meek He will guide in judgment! 


It is not easy to do that, you 
know. It is not easy when other 


| people scorn your Christian teach- 


ing, your Christian life, your 
Christian experience and say that 
you are a perfect fool to seek to 
know the will of God and that 
you could be far happier without 
Him. It is not easy not to retal- 
iate to that! It is not easy to be 
meek when you are criticized un- 
justly and your character is mis- 
represented. Always we want to 
stand up for ourselves and have 
our own way, but it is the meek 
whom God guides in judgment. Let 
me put it to you like this: the 
condition of an enlightened mind 
is a surrendered heart. Got that? 


Now, when you have been seek- 


‘ing to know God’s will, you have 


entirely concerned yourself about 
the particular purpose. That is 
the business of the Lord. Your 
concern is your relationship to 
Jesus Christ. If a man in his heart 
is right with God, God will see 
to it that He deals with the prob- 
lem. You attempt to start the 
question.of guidance at the wrong 
end. You are trying all the time, 
you are worrying your way 
through, you are panicky about 
this. What shall I do next? What 
is my next step in life? What am 
I to do?—you~ are continual- 
ly concerned about your 
mind. God is concerned about your 
spirit. When He can find a man 
who has been truly broken in 
spirit, the humble and the contrite 
and the broken heart—that man 
God will always guide! See? But 
before you can know the will of 
God for your life, there has to be 
the brokenness of spirit in order 
that Jesus Christ has all of us. 


Guidance Costs Absoluté 
Surrender 

Over and over again our con- 
cern has been simply to adjust 
ourselves to the problem. My 
friend, before you can be adjust- 
ed to the problem, God looks down 
and He says that you should be 
adjusted to Himself! The whole 
issue on the question of guidance 
is this: if you want to know God’s 
will for your life, are you pre- 
pared to pay. the price of knowing 
it? Oh, yes, you can know God’s 
will, He has promised that, but He 
can only give the answer to your 
need and your prayer and reveal 
His part if He has the heart in 
absolute surrender, all the time 
at His feet!

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Saved in Chree Minutes

Coming out of church not long since at the close of 
the morning service, a messenger met me, requesting that I 
would go at once to a neighboring house to see a young man 
who was considered to be near his end..1 hurried to the place 
accordingly and, being ushered into the room, I sat down by 
the bed of the dying youth. Knowing that the time was short, 
I came at once to the all-important subject, and said: 


“My dear friend, I see that 
you are very ill. Are you prepar- 
ed for what may be before you?” 

“Oh, if I only were,” he replied, 
giving me a look, in which despair 
and importunity seemed strangely 
blended, “and if I could be spared 
two or three weeks I believe I 
might be prepared; but the doctor 
tells me I can live only a few 
hours.” 

So saying, he caught hold of my 
hand, and held it as a drowning 
man might hold to a plank or an 
overhanging limb. 

“Three weeks?’ I said, “why do 
you want three weeks?” And then 
he went on to give me his idea 
of conversion. There must first be 
conviction; and in order that this 
should be genuine and thorough- 
going time must be had for a 
careful review of the life, and an 
accurate weighing of its sins. And 
then there must be repentance; 
and the experience of godly sor- 
row must be long and deep to be 
acceptable to the Lord; and then 
faith and the new birth must come 
when the heart, by this process 
had been made ready. All of which 
he declared would occupy weeks in 
its accomplisment. 

Having given me this detailed 
account of “the plan of salvation,” 
as it lay in his mind, he sank 
back exhausted, and with a look 
that told how hopeless he regarded 
his condition, he looked imploring- 
ly into my eyes as though to sav, 
“You see you can do nothing for 
me.” 

“Three weeks in order to be 
saved!” I exclaimed, “let me tell 
you how you may be saved in 
three minutes.” So saying I opened 
the Word of God and read: “As 
many as received him, to them 
gave the power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name” (John 1:12). 
“If I give you this watch,” I asked, 
“how long would it take you to 
receive it? Could you not take 
it at once?” He assented that he 
could. “Lhe gift of God is eternal 
life’ (Rom. 6:23). I said, reading 
again from the Bible. “What have 
you to do with a gift? Do you 
buy it or beg it, or wait a long 
time to be prepared to accept it? 
Now, God has given you His Son 
and eternal life in Him, so that 
the Scripture declares, ‘He that 
hath the Son of God hath life’ 
(I John 5:12). In order to have a 
gift, you must take it; and in 
order to have the Son of God, 
you must 'take Him.” 

“But how can I take Him? Tell 
me actually the way to do it,” 
he exclaimed. Turning to Romans 
10:9, I said, ‘Here we have the 
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way told exactly: “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be sav- 
ed.” 

“Now,” I said, “if you want to 
be saved, just accept Jesus as your 
Saviour and tell Him that you do 
so.”’ So saying, I knelt by his side 
and bade him follow me in a 
simple prayer of acceptance. “Lord 
Jesus, I come to Thee. I am @ sin- 
ner, Thou art the Saviour. I take 
Thee now to be my Saviour. I 
trust Thee, I receive Thee. I put 
my soul in Thy hands.” That was 
all. I went away to attend to other 
duties, confident that saving faith 
had been exercised; and in the 
edge of evening I called again. [ 
was shown into the room, where 
the conversation had taken place, 
and there lay the young man in 
the still sleep of death, but with 
the calm of Heaven on his face. 

“Oh, if you could have heard 
him talk after you went away!” 
said the lady of the house. “He 
called us all in and said, ‘Isn’t it 
wonderful? That minister showed 
me how I could be saved in three 
minutes, when I had thought [I 
must have weeks to prepare to 
die.’ And calling upon the man 
of the house, who had been for 
some time a backslidden Chris- 
tian, he said, ‘Oh, Come and kneel 
down here and praise God that 
He has saved me.’ And when the 
man demurred, he pressed him 
with great earnestness, till he gave 
in, and the cold Christian was 
melted in the warmth of the 
young convert’s love.” | 

“Such a triumphant death,” said - 
the lady, “I never witnessed be- 
fore.” 

“Instantaneous conversion,” is a 
term which is a great stumbling 
block to many. “As though one 
could be a sinner one moment and 
a saint the next!” exclaims the 
objector. 

But, without fear of contradic- 
tion, we do assert that one may 
be without eternal life at one 
moment, and possess eternal life 
at the next. “He that believeth. on 
the Son hath eternal life,” (John 
3:36)—-has it the moment he be- 
lieves. That is to say, he has it 
in principle and in germ. As by 
taking ‘the acorn in my hand, I 
have the oak that is to be, be- 
cause the tree is wrapped up in 
the seed, so the moment I accent 
Christ I have eternal life which is 
in Christ. “And this is the record, 
that God hath given unto us eter- 
nal life, and this life is in his

These are the result figures which 
made pastors proclaim the Clark 
County (Washington) Gospel Cru- 
sade with Evangelist Jim Mercer 
an outstanding success. 

The campaign in Vancouver bar- 
racks stretched from July 1-22. The 
expansive tent was filled by a to- 
tal of 4,000 persons who attended 
both Sunday afternoon and night 
closing services. 

“Christ for the Crisis” was the 
theme of Mercer’s preaching, a di- 
rect result of the vision of the 
evangelical mission of Christians he 
captured in Bob Jones University.

12. Refuse to be diverted from 
this work. Guard against every 
temptation that would abate your 
interest in it. . 


13. Believe the assertion of 
Christ that He is with you in this 
work always and everywhere, to 
give you all the help you need. 


14. “He that winneth souls is 
wise;” and “if any man lack wis- 
dom, let him ask of God, who 
giveth to all men liberally and up- 
braideth not, and he shall receive.”’ 
“But let him ask in faith.” Re- 
member, therefore, that you are 
bound to have the wisdom that 
shall win souls to Christ. 


15. Being called of God to the 
work, make your calling your con- 
stant argument with God for all 
that you need for the accomplish- 
ment of the work.

If I understand anything 
at all about the gospel of Christ, 
I cannot understand it to be anti- 
socialist, anti-communist, anti- 
capitalist, anti-modernist, nor anti- 
fundamentalist, but anti-evil. The 
gospel does not condemn systems 
or schools of thought as such, but 
evil wherever it exists. 
“Concerning your mention of his 
position regarding the ‘verbal in- 
fallibility’ of the Scriptures, I 
should like to know just what it 
is in him that you are condemning 
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at this point. What do you mean 
by terms like ‘verbal infallibility’? 
I confess, I am unable to find such 
terms or their equivalents anywhere 
in the Bible. We are told that all 
Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and history and human ex- 
perience have through the years 
confirmed this great and incontro- 
vertible truth. Many orthodox 
Christians hold the theory of in- 
spiration, not as God dictating all 
the Scriptures word for word as a 
business executive does to his 
stenographer, but to His giving to 
men, through His Spirit, the con- 
cepts of divine truth and their 
framing of these concepts in their 
own styles of expression. Many also 
believe in degrees of inspiration and 
revelation. As an example, some 


believe Paul was not as much di-- 


vinely inspired when he: requested 
Timothy to send him his cloak as 
John..was when he wrote Revela- 
tions: 

“Concerning ‘fiis position regard- 
ing socialism,I think he makes 
that very clear when ‘he said; ‘The 
people’s good is the criterion?’ Can 
any of us say anything .better?

Editor Answers That Dr. 
Jones Is Clearly Pro-Marxist, 
Companion by Choice of Mod- 
ernists and Pro-Communists;

Here is the editor’s answer to 
Brother Meadows: 

“My dear Brother Meadows: 

“I have read very carefully your 
letter of July 11 more than once, 
and I am deeply grateful for an 
honest and frank word by any 
reader of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
and by any brother minister. Thank 
you for your honest and kindly 
word. 

“I hope you will read my article 
about Dr. E. Stanley Jones again 
and bear in mind that every man 
has a right to be judged according 
to his own printed statements. Now 
that Russia and communism are 
so unpopular in this country, Dr. 
E. Stanley Jones would-use differ- 
ent language and so very carefully 
tries to avoid being classed as a 
socialist. Yet, though the thing has 
been brought to his attention again 
and again he haé never repudiated 
his, socialistic theories and _ his 
praise for the Russian system over 
against the American system of 
capitalism. When 
Dr. Jones does not want to be 
known as a socialist, while advo- 
cating the Karl Marx position al- 
most in toto on economic matters, 
then he is either too fuzzy-minded 
to trust or he is deliberately dis- 
honest. His letter must be under- 
stood ifi the light of his course 
through the years and his own 
printed statements. 

“Note carefully that Dr. Jones 
professes to believe in the virgin 
birth of Christ and His _ bodily 
resurrection, but he does not believe 
the Bible. He does not believe the 
Bible is infallible. He only believes 
that one can read the Bible and 
be saved. He has publicly ap- 
proved a statement by ‘the red 
bishop’ Oxnam that the God of the 
Old Testament is ‘a dirty bully’ 
and ‘that god is my devil’ and his 
association continually with Oxnam 
and other modernists and socialists 
and pro-communists has been vol- 
untary and continual, Since you 
make an issue of the matter I hope 
you will investigate and see for 
yourself whether this is true. Dr. 
Jones’ deliberate intention, often 
stated, is to get all the funda-

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words—‘combining spiritual things 
with spiritual words.’ The Holy 
Spirit taught the very words of di- 
vine inspiration. The New Revised 
Standard Version of the New Testa- 
ment on I Corinthians 2:13 says, 
‘And we impart this in words not 
taught by human wisdom but taught 
by the Spirit, interpreting spiritual 
truths to those who possess the 
Spirit.’ In the Williams translation 
of the New Testament that’ verse 
reads, “These truths we are setting 
forth, not in words that man’s wis- 
dom teaches but in words that the 
Spirit teaches ... .’ So it is ob- 
vious that God does claim that He 
gave the very words in the original 
manuscripts of the Bible. 


“I think you would be interested 
so I am sending you my pamphlet 
on Verbed Inspiration of the Bible 
and Its Scientific Accuracy. You 
may not agree but I think you will 
find it interesting and perhaps you 
will want to study the question 
further. 


“Again you think that the Bible 
takes no stand as between capital- 
ism and communism or socialism. 
But you are mistaken. The Chris- 
tian philosophy taught throughout 
the Bible,< clearly. in the Mosaic 
law and clearly in the New Testa- 
ment epistles and the teachings of 
the Lord Jesus is for private owner-~ 
ship of property, of competition for 
the good of everybody, of wages 
according to earnings and people’s 
income differing according to merit. 
The right to hire laborers, to own 
businesses and run them for profit 
are all clearly taught throughout 
the Bible. Our American system 
is founded on the Christian’ phi- 
losophy. It is no accident that

But the Devil can fill a blank 
mind as well as Christ. I find that 
guidance does not come through 
an empty mind; it comes to a 
heart full of the love of Jesus. 
And if day by day I will turn 
to my Bible and seek honestly 
and earnestly to find out God’s 
will, He is guaranteed to show me, 
for His Word is a light to my 
path and a lamp unto my feet. Got 
that? 


Look here! that is going to 
take discipline, that is going to 
take time. It will mean that you

How to Be Guided by the 
Spirit 

Now a second thing with which 
we can find out about guidance 
is the witness of the Spirit. That 
is to say, that when the Lord 
Jesus has come into your-tife, the 
Holy Spirit is there and He is 
there to guide. Here is a very 
practical test for you. Somebody 
here is saying to me, “I think 
God’s will for me is China. I 
think He is calling me to the mis- 
sion field, but I am not sure, I 
want to know.” Shall I tell you 
how you can know, beyond a 
shadow of a doubt? God is not 
going to fool you about that. God 
is tremendously concerned for you 
to live your life in the center of 
His will. If God’s will for you is 
China or the mission field, the 
pressure of the Spirit of God in 
your life will be so terrific that 
you will have no peace until you 
start moving toward China. And 
if God’s will for you is not China, 
you will discover that the pressure 
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of the Spirit of God is relieved and 
there is no sense of push toward 
China. The pressure, the inner 
pressure of the Spirit of God— 
that is the best description I ean 
give it—that sensq@,of urge, that 
sense of need, that sense of the 
pulling in your heart for a 
country, that sense of crying to 
God that He might save the 
people of that land, that sense of 
how China is all the time lighted 
up in your mind and in your heart 
Whenever you read a missionary 
magazine—you cannot escape it. 
You dream about it. You think 
about it. You pray about it—the 
will of God for your life. The 
pressure of the inward Spirit of 
God upon your life directing you 
into His Word! But if the will 
of God is not China you will find 
there will be no pressure at all. 
Inward witness of the Spirit! 


Now, let me just qualify that. 
This is the wonderful thing about 
God’s will. The Christian does not 
only do what God tells him to do, 
he does not only wait to be told 
what to do by God, but he antici- 
pates what God wants him to do 
and does it. 


Let me say that again. The 
Christian does not only do what 
God tells him, he does not only 
wait to be told what God wants 
him to do, but he anticipates what 
God wants him to do and he does 
it. I am going to illustrate that 
in a very, very humdrum sort of 
fashion. 


In England we play a game 
called cricket. It lasts several days 
and they begin at eleven o'clock 
in the morning, and they stop at 
one for lunch. And then they 
start again at two and stop at 


start again at quarter past four 
and finish at half past six. It go 
on for five days—a very wonderful 
game. : 
This summer I happened 
watch the West Indies play Eng- 
land. It was a very humiliating 
experience for an Englishman.

them! As I watched them play 
that game of cricket I saw that 
they had got our English team 
completely rattled. There was one 
man on the West Indies side, a

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man called Warrell. And every 
time that man went into bat, our 
English mens’ knees were knock- 
ing. I’m telling you! They just 
knew that he was in there to 
stay! I concentrated one day a 
complete hour watching that man 
strike with his bat. But before the 
ball had left the hand of the 
bowler twenty-two yards away 
down the pitch, the batsman had 
adjusted his bat and_ placed it 
where he knew that the ball was 
coming. And the poor fellow with 
the ball just bowled his heart out, 
it was no use! He could not put 
a surprise on, It was no use try- 
ing a fast one or a slow one, an 
off break or a leg break. What- 
ever he did that man’s bat was 
on the spot before the ball had 
left his hand. What do you call 
that? Anticipation. 


Let me put it in another way. 
I have a very, very dear friend, 
one of my best friends who plays 
stand-off-half for Ireland, in Rug- 
by football. He is the most bril- 
liant halfback in the world. (I 
can say that safely in America 
because you do not play Rugby 
Union football here, so it is all 
right.) But he is reckoned to be 
the finest halfback playing Rugby 
football today, and he went with 
the British Isles team to Australia 
and New Zealand for this sum- 
mer. He is a great friend of mine. 
He is a wonderful Christian. H2 
came to play against England at 
Twickenham in March, and the 
day afterwards he was giving his 
testimony in Richmond Theater on 
a Sunday night at our service. Oh, 
he is a lovely fellow! 


I went to Dublin recently and 
I saw Ireland play Wales. And 
they simply went through that 
Welsh team like scissors through 
paper. And it was all because of 
this one fellow whose name was 
Jack Kyle. Whenever Jack got that 
bball out of the scrum it was rush- 
ed to him by the scrum half, and 
whenever he got it, he was on the 
move about five seconds before 
his opposite number had time to 
move a muscle.

must have been absolutely frantic. 
He just went through their team 
like scissors through paper. Why? 
Anticipation. 

Now, look here, let me put that 
right into the spiritual realm. The 
Christian does not merely do what 
God tells him to do. He does not 
sit back with an empty mind and 
a bit of paper and hope that God 
will fill it. He knows in certain 
circumstances quite clearly what 
God would expect him to do and 
he does it. Let me apply that to 
the text. 

When you are tempted not to 
do the right thing in your friend- 
ships, the Christian anticipates 
God’s will and he does it. He does 
not question it. He does not say, 
“Can't I, just this once?” He does 
not say, “It doesn’t matter, only 
this one time.’”’ No, he knows that 
God’s will for his lifé is ordered 
and he walks in that way. Oh, he 
discovers that when he is weak he 
is strong. He discovers that when 
he obeys, he receives the power. 
Oh, my, when some tremendously 
alluring thing is put in the man’s 
hand, as it were, and it is fascin- 
ating and thrilling and bubbling, 
but it is not God’s will, when the 
Christian turns to face the will 
of God and resists all the allure- 
ments, he discovers the first step 
he does it, he is receiving the 
power of the Holy Ghost. He 
anticipates God’s will. 


There are some things in your 
life that you are permitting that 


you know perfectly well are not | 
God’s will at all. You know per- | 
fectly well that the basis of your) | 
relationships—forgive me _ for | 
harping on this, in case you think | 
I. do always; I very rarely do— 
but I want you to be sure that 
this is the thjng that is getting | 
young people into a mess. 
basis of your sexual relationships | 
are wrong. And I am telling you 
that some of you are ruining your 
future and wrecking God’s pur- 
pose for your life. And you will 
never get to the mission field and 
you will hever get into God’s will, 
and you will never get victory be- 
cause you are living on a low 
level! 


You say, *‘ I can’t help it.” 


Listen, you say, “I’m weak. It’s 
too nice, it is too pleasant, it is| 
too thrilling, it is terrific. It is 
the instinct of my mind, my body, 
I like it.” My friend, listen, if you 
had the boldness and courage to 
face the will of God and say, “God 
help me, I am stopping it tonight,” 
the first step you take in that road 
is empowered by the Holy Spirit. 
‘The Holy Ghost,’ says the Book, 
‘whom God has given to them that 
obey Him.’

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aged person. The Scriptures indi- 
cate from Genesis to Revelation 
that God will pardon, forgive, and 
save the sinner when he comes to 
Him in true repentance and faith. 

Of course, we need to empha- 
size that word “sincere.” If the 
sinner is not sincere in his repent- 
anee, it will avail him nothing. It 
was Spurgeon who said, “I have 
‘mo confidence in deathbed repen- 
tance, because so few live up to 
tt after they get well.” We can 
all eatch the humor of Mr. Spur- 
geon’s statement, but he, too, be- 
tieved in the love of God and the 
gracious willingness of our Father 
to forgive sinners whenever they 
may come. 

In the light of all of this, we 
find ourselves facing two prob- 
lems. First, to get to men before 
death comes. In love we must race 
to the unsaved with the gospel. 
We have delayed too long to take 
‘the gospel to the people of this 
eamth. There are millions who have 
‘never heard the name of Christ. 
Again, we must take the gospel | 
to our loved ones avho are lost. Let 
us not wait until some great catas- 
trophe comes upon us or them, but 
let us speak now and win them 
now. 

Our second problem is to get 
men to accept the Lord Jesus at 
once. We need to emphasize that | 
little word now. Men and women, 
boys and girls need Christ now, 
end they will need Him in eternity. | 

With Christians praying earnest- | 
ly, I want to point out to the un-) 
saved of this audience the folly | 
of delay—of putting off your ac- 
ceptance of Jesus. 


I. It Is Unfair to Christ 
Himself 


The Lord Jesus died for 
the cross. He deserves to have the 
best of our lives. It is not fair 
to give your life to the Devil and 
then hand to the Lord a few dy- 
ing moments. It is like the drunk 
who takes his pay check and 
spends it in drunkenness and sin, 
then brings home tto his wife, the 
‘mother of his children, a few 
paltry pennies.

II. By Delay, You Are

ky.” You cannot know what true 
‘joy is until you make Christ your 
saviour. The world’s joy turns ‘to 
ashes, but the happiness of Christ 
is a deep-settled, abiding peace. 

Sinner after sinner has told me 
efter conversion, “I did not know 
there could be anything so won- 
derful as this.” 

‘Come to Christ, rest in Him 
and receive the greatest joy this 
world knows anything about. The 
Lord can remake your home, 
transform your life, give. you a 
siew incentive for living, and put 
a.* perpetual song in your heart. 
Every day that you stay away 
from Him, you are losing that 
much joy. 


Ill. By Rejecting Christ, You 
Are a Damning Influence 
to Others 


Paul said, “For none of us 
liveth to himself, and no man 
dieth to himself.” This can apply 
9 the unsaved as well as to the 
ristian. Without Christ, your 
tife and influence can point in only 
one direction—away from God and 
toward the world, the flesh, and 
ithe Devil. | 
The schoolteacher 


Deathbed Repentance 


Christ is a damning influence. If 
I cared to take the time, I could 
illustrate over and over. again. 
Here in our city are teachers who 
have rejected the Saviour and. who 
add insult to injury. They mock 
Him and His cause. It is impos- 
sible at this time to estimate the 
extent of their damning influence. 
And notice this: a popular teacher 
who rejects and reviles the Sav- 
iour is worse than an unpopular 
one, for a charming and persua- 
sive personality can lead multi- 
tudes astray. 


The big business man, the em- 
ployer of men without Christ, is 
a damning influence. In many 
cases employees look up to their 
employers, and these ‘employers 
are lost. They wield a damning 
influence over their men who are 
lost. We need more out-and-out 
Christian businessmen—men who 
are not afraid and unashamed to 
speak of Jesus to others. Incident- 
ally, businessmen, if you will 
firmly and courageously take your 
stand for Christ, others will res- 
‘pect your position. They will not 
laugh at you. They will look up 
to you. Don’t be afraid to read 
the Bible and pray in your estab- 
lishment. Do it quietly, but do it 
without fear. 


Again, mothers and fathers 
without Christ are a damning in- 
‘fluence. Boys and girls often come 
|to the Saviour in spite of their 
‘parents, but it is hard for them, 
‘and the odds are against them. 
‘The hands of many parents will 
‘be stained with blood of their 
‘children because they have point- 
ed them toward Hell. - Parents, 
your children need an example. 
They need to see Christ in your 
life. They need to know where you 
stand on this all-important ques- 
tion. 


IV. Delay Is Dangerous 


Not only is it unfair to Christ, 
not only are you losing joy day 
by day, not only are you a damn- 
ing influence to others, but put- 
ting off Christ is dangerous—it 
is exceedingly risky. 

The common answer given: by 
those who are urged to accept 
Jesus is, “Not now, some other 
time.”’ All men intend to be saved 
sometime, but they forget the aw- 
ful uncertainty of life. 

Yes, you mean to repent, but 
suppose there is no time for re- 
pentance. Your: good intentions 
will not save you. You meant to 
do right about this matter, but 
there was no time. 

I need not remind you of thou- 
sands who die daily, who had no 
opportunity to repent. Death came 
quickly. I wonder how many of 
those who go from us by sudden 
death meant to make things right, 
but there was no time. Millions 
will be in Hell who intended to be 
in Heaven, but life ended sudden- 
ly for them, ‘and they were lost. 

Often it is said of the penitent 
thief on the cross that one such 
case is recorded in Scripture that 
none may despair of repentance on 
a deathbed. And only one case 
is given that none may presume. 
Do not take the story of the thief 
on the cross and say that you will 
be saved at the last hour. It is 
entirely possible that the thief 
was hearing the gospel for the 
first time. Many of you have heard 
it over and over again. Now is 
the time to accept. 

Take no chance of losing your 
soul. Flee to the Saviour at once. 
Life is uncertain, and eternity is 
long. Therefore, be saved now.
